So long as there is gov- 
ernment ownership, political consid- 
erations will be involved, and where 
there are political considerations 
there are many rumours and much 
propaganda and. pubiicity. . The 
changes. which have reduced Canada’s 
railways to two large systcms, one 
governmentally and the other. pri- 
vately owned and operated, have in- 
terjected to a greater extent politi- 
cal considerations as part of business 
administration.

Private Initiative Lauded, 


“The Canadian Pacific pays in Fed- 
eral taxes $5,479 per day for the pri- 
vilege of engaging in railway compe- 
tition with the government of its ‘owt 
country. THe things upon which the 
progress of this country has here- 
tofore depended, are those upon 
which our future prosperity will like- 
wise depend. Private initiative and 
the effort of corporations, gfotips 
of men and individuals ate what will 
make for Canada’s commertial pros- 
perity and economic stability.. I' be- 
lieve with the late President Harding 
that there should be lesa g0veri- 
Meht in business and more business 
in government. And so, when you 
turn your minds to this railway: pro- 
blem, remember that public opin‘on 
is often misinformed, because the 
facts are not in the possession of 
those who advocate one theory or 
another; that where you. have two. 
houses and not enough guests to fill 
both there is bound to be some waste 
due to duplication of facilities; that 
when companies are in competition, 
each must preserve and expand its 
business else it will die and that 
healthy competition is good provided 
the minimum of waste is secured b 
economical administration. » 

“The burdens of the country are 
heavy and should be reduced so far 
as reasonable and with expedition. 
The Canadian Pac:fic has endeavoréd 
to give the best service possible, and 
to show its faith to the country by 
reasonable expansion of its facilities 
where public necessities required. 

“Nothing is more important to the 
successful operation of Canada’s rail- 
ways.than fair rate schedules, Pres- 
sure is periodically brought to bear 
looking to the granting of nate con- 
cessions on ground of national or 
local interest, and I fear many Can- 
adians feel that a difference in the 
character of ownership of these rail- 
ways,jnvolves a difference in attitude 
towards the matter of adequate reve- 
nues. The only existing problem res- 
pecting rates is their reasonableness 
and freedom from ‘unjust discri- 
mination.” These fundamentals do 
not change with the character of the 
ownership of the two principal com- 
panies, ee ' 

“I hope I will not live to see.th 
day when Canadian railways are na- 


nationalization of these huge proper- 
ties, without competition and poli- 
tically influenced in their adminis- 
tration, as. would inevitably be the 
case, to constitute the greatest po- 
litical and commercial menace this 
country could. possibly experience. 
As conditions are, there {s no sounder 
or safer principle than those lald 
down in the letter and spirit of ths 
Railway Act which stipulates for rea- 
sonable rates and prohibits unjust 
discrimination and has regard to ser- 
vice and its costs as a factor in de- 
termining what a.shipper should pay. 


Spur of Competition Needed. 

“A. year ago a careful, unbiased 
enquiry was conducted by the Senate 
to obtain the personal views of men: 
of acknowledged authority on finan- 
ce, transportation and business to - 
develop a discussion in respect of a 
possible solution: of out traisporta- 
tion problems, Asked if f Believed in 
a railway monopdly for this country, 
I answered that while no one should 
attempt to forecast conditions for the 
next few yeats with that certainty 
which would justify a definite and 
unchangeable, view, I did not believe 
in a monopoly. -I said I thought a 
merger would involvé difficulties ih 
administration which were scarcely 
contemplated and whith would in 
tiie affect the character of the séi- 
vice given. I did not know how. it 
would be posgible for an enterprise 
with one hundred to one hundred and 
fifty thousand employees to be main- 
tained in tho highest state of efficien- 
cy without the spur of competition. 


“These two systems are strongly 
competing and the people of Canada 
are obtaining excellent transporta- 
tion facilities at lower rates than are 
charged in any other country in the 
world. The officers of the two sys- 
tems get along in as completc har- 
mony as you would expect or [ would 
want, We both realize that our fu- 
ture prosperity is inextricably linked 
with that of the country. 


“We gain little by livihg in a world 
of criticism of our past railway mia- 
takes—serious though they ~haye 
turned out to be. It would, I think, 
be more profitable to devote our 
minds to methods of improving our 
national conditions. Our problems 
revolve around the necessity for more 
people, lower taxation and definite 
fiscal policies national in their pur- 
pose and their scope. If we will 
remedy these conditions we can face 
our ‘railway problem with the cer- 
tainty of settling it when our pers- 
pective is clearer because our know- 
ledge is more precise, and when we 
see our railways respond to the tm- 
petus which the country alone om 
give to them. Railway re-arrang 
ments can save money but they can- 
not create new traffic and in the 
analysis traffic volume, which m 
the country’s developmert and com- 
mercial prosperity, will’ determine 
oe extent of the transpertation bur
